LONDON’S OIL FAKE. 


Petroleum So Universally Evident 
Had Not Come From Ground. 
There is still surviving in London, 
Ont., a gentleman who recalls a great 
oil fake that carried the western city 
by storm many years ago. He is Mr. 


James Egan, «a prominent citizen, 
who is eighty-two years old, ; 
“It was one of the most curious 


experiences that London ever had,” 
says Mr. Egan. “The report went 
out that oi! had been discovered near: 
ly opposite Woodland cemetery. It 
seemed as if the whole of London 
was down there the first Sunday 
afternoon after the story got out. In 
holes in the ground there seemed to 
be no doubt that there was oil. Peo- 
ple soaked their handkerchiefs in it 
and took them home that way as 
souvenirs. Champagne suppers and 
other celebrations helped the enthusi- 
asm, and then the whole thing was 
shown up as a straight fake. It was 
a swindle, though it didn’t get far 
enough for anybody to be seriously 
bitten. Some Yankees had come 
over, bored holes, loaded them with 
| petroleum and waited for results. 
Fappily for London, the results 
didn’t materialize as they had hoped 
for. One result, however, was exten- 
sive boring for oil, the outcome of 
which was to strike some sulphur 
wells, including the wells at the foot 
, of Dundas street, and others on Ade- 
| aide screet and in Petersville, aow 
West London. The big swindle, how- 
ever, was most elaborate in its plans 
Geologists were brought here to lee- 
ture who declared that London was 
situated over a regular basin of oil 
and that boring almost anywhere 
would reach it. Fakes were not so 
common then, as nowadays, and that 
will explain the degree to which the 
thing was curried before exposure 
came, I remember well the first time 
I ever saw petroleum used for light- 
ing. It had been candle exclusively 
before that. At first people were 
afraid of the new kind of illuminat- 
ing and, of course, it was not us safe 
as at present. One good result of the 
oil fever, however, was the opening 
| up of the refineries here, an industry 
which developed rapidly and for a 
good many years meant much te Lon- 
don. It is a great pity that those oil 
refineries ever left here.”

Text of the Lesson, Gal. v, 15-26. 
Memory Verses, 22, 23—Golden 
Text, Gal. v, 25—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


What is the use of all our Bible 
stuay if it does not ussure to us at 
least three things—salvation and the 
assurances of it, a daily life to glorify 
God, a consuming des.re to give the 
gospel to ail that Jesus may come 
again and set up His kingdom. If we 
take the beginning and end of this 
epistle we learn tuat the Lord Jesus 
Christ gave Himseif for our sins the 
He might deliver us from this prese 
evil world; that in tne power of Hs 
cross, We being crucified to the worid 
and the world to us, we might live as 
new creatures (1, 4; vi, 14, 15). 

The epistle then covers specially the 
second of the three things just men- 
tioned, the daily life to God’s glory 
(i, 24). It must be the Son of God re- 
vealed to us, not I, but Christ living 
in me, and never weary in well doing 
(i, 16; ii, 20; vi, 9). This life will not 
be manifest unless we are clear upon 
the first topic above mentioned, the 
assurance of our salvation, wholly 
upon the ground of Christ’s having 
been made a curse for us and that we 
by faith in Him are considered as hav- 
ing been crucified with Him and thus 
redeempd from the curse of the law. 

In Romans we learn that we have no 
righteousness, in I Corinthians that 
we have no wisdom and in IL Corin- 
thians that we have no strength, but 
that in Christ and in Him alone we 
have all three, righteousness, wisdom 
and strength, and all wholly of grace, 
without any desert on our part or by 
any works of ours whatever. Now, 
\these Galations were being taught by 
false, teachers that grace was not suf- 
ficient, but that there must be a cer- 
tain keeping of the law. And Paul 
tells them that this is not the gospel 
which he preached to them, but an- 
other gospel, a perversion of the gos- 
pel of Christ, and that those who give 
heed to it are fallen from grace; not: 
lost, but losing the joy of that salva- 
tion which is wholly of grace (i, 6-9; 
v, 4). 

In Christ not only is there deliver- 
‘anee from the cuise of the law, but a 
freedom in His service which is im- 
possible to those who are working for 
{salvation instead of working because 
they have salvation as the free gift of 
God. Oh, how great is the love of 
Him who gave Himself for our sins! 
) We should meditate upon it and upor 
Him until we are consumed by it and 
by it constrained to live wholly for 
Him. Who shall accomplish this in 
us’ Even the Spirit who is mentioned 
in the few verses of our lesson seven 
times. The disciples under the teaech- 
ing of Christ for two or three years 


never became what He intended they 
should be until at Penticost they 
were filled with the Spirit. Then we 


see such a change that even their ene- 
mies were compelled tc acknowledge 
that they had been with Jesus. Notice, 
ithen, in our lesson that we are to walk 
in the Spirit, be led of the Spirit and 
live in the Spirit (16, 18, 25) and mani- 
fest the fruit of the Spirit, which is 
love, joy, peace, long suffering, gentle- 
nes, goodness, faith, meekness, tem- 
perance. Each of the eight may be 
said to b a manifestation of the first, 
for love covers all, love is the fulfilling 
of the law (verse 14; Rom. xiii, 10). 
Some one has said that joy is love 
exulting, peace is love in repose, and 
so with all the others, each being some 
manifestation of love. God is love, 


nd love is kind (I John iv, 8 16; 1 
Cor. xiii, 4) If love always ruled us, 
how manifest the life of Jesus would 


be and how greatly God would be 
glorifiel in us! When we remember 
that the Spirit who dwelleth in us as 
the chillren of God vearneth for us 
even unto jealous envy (Jas. iv, 5, R 
V., margin), de-ireth us far more thar 
we desire Him, what can be the hind- 
rance to the manifestation of this love 
except the power of the flesh deserib- 
ed in our lesson, which remains in 
every believer and is so directly op- 
posite to all that is of the 


posi opin! 
While the work or fruit of the Spirit 
)is summed up in nine all inclusive 


words, not the seventeen words which 
leseribe the works of the flesh, with 
fie concluding expression “and such 
like,” as if they were too numerous to 
mention 

In I Cor. vi, 6, 10, there are ten 
forms of flesh manifestation mentioned 


with the same conclusion as here, 
“Shall not inherit the kingdom of 
God,” but with the comforting assur- 


ance that even such had been wasted, 
sanctified, justified, in the name of 
the Lord Jesus and by the Spirit of 
God. If the devil can work such 
beastly works in a human being, how 
much more ean the Spirit of God work 
His beautiful works if he is allowed 
to do so, Hear Paul's ery in Rom. 
vii, 24: “O wretched man that I am? 
Who shall deliver me from the body 
of this death?” or as in the margin, 
“this body death.” But hear his ex. 
ultant ery in the next verse, “I thank

naked hideousness. But walls are 
dumb: ind so are the members of 
this secret Council, who recognize 


that silence is one of their most pow- 
erful weapons. 

This Council has not long been in 
existence; in fact, it 1s practically un- 


known to the outside world. It is 
only a short time since it occurred 
to the authorities of New Scotland 


Yard that, in place of casual confer- 

ences between detectives engaged in 
the solution of some problem of 
crime, it would be well to appoint a 
body of their cleverest detectives— 
men of acute and astute brains, with 
long experience of crime and crimin- 
als—to combine their efforts in solv- 
ing the principal mysteries; and, as 


might be expected, the plan has 
worked admirably. 
The greatest care has naturally 


been taken in choosing men for this 
responsible work. It was important 
that the Council should, as far as 
possible, cover the whole range of 
crime The detective who has special: 
ized in murder or burglary may know 


little of, say, coiners and begging- 
letter imposters; and thus the lead. 
ing expert in each of the principal 


branches of crime was chosen—men 
who know practically all that is to be 
known about their own branch and 
its professors, and whose names even 
terror to evil-doers the whole 


are a 
world over. 
But let us see how this Council 


works. Suppose that a mysterious 
murder has taken place in London 
Within a few minutes after it has 
been reported to the nearest police 
station the detective-inspector and 
his assistants are on the spot making 
investigations. Meanwhile the news 
has been flashed to New Scotland 
Yard; und almost before the local 
men have well commenced their in- 
quiries a member of the Council— 
the man whose special province it is 


—appears on the scene and takes 
charge of the operations. 
If the resblem is a fairly simple 


one, as it often is, and the murderer 
is speedily run to earth, the services 
of the Couneil are naturally not re- 
quired. But if there is no sufficient 
clue to the assassin, or he has made 
his eseape good, the Council is at 
once summoned, and takes the case 
in hand, 

All the available evidence is placed 
before it and thoroughly sifted, de- 
ductions are made, a plan of cam- 
paign is drawn up, and the whole of 
the complicated and _ far-reaching 
machinery of Scotland Yard is set to 
work under the collective guidance of 
the cleverest detective brains in Eng- 
land. How energetically and thor- 
oughly the Council does its work has 
been shown in the recent Crippen 
ease, in which a closely-meshed net 
was in a few days thrown round the 
world for the capture of the criminal

“My discomfort was increased by 
having a silver gilt amulet fastened 
on my right forearm. On the left was 
hung a rhinoceros hide shield covered 
with dark blue silk ornamented with 
silver gilt, while into my almost pow- 
erless hands were thrust two inconven- 
iently long spears. A gold ornament, 
the badge of the Order of Solomon, 
was hung on my neck. 

“T had to lead a gayly-trapped horse 
to the door of the king's hut and bow 
to his majesty the king of Zion. This 
I accomplished to the admiration of 
the spectators. Transferring my horse 
to my groom and my shield and spear 
to my servant, I returned to shake 
hands with the king. 

“By this time I was in. a profuse 
perspiration, which was not remark.

able, As I had on two nearly complete 
suits of clothes, besides a lion's skin 
surtout. I omitted to mention my 
sword, which was rigidly strapped tu 


my waist on the right side and which 
made sitting down difficult.

“When the ceremony was over I re- 
ceived many compliments. My inter- 
preter told me that all the spectators 
declared I was made to wear such a 
costume. They always say that. It 
produces dollars sometimes.

But I managed it, and | rode off with 
a light heart and a splitting headache, 
and when I reached my abode I speed- 
ily divested myself of my splendor.”

Such a thing had not happened 
since 1700, Mr. Bennett reclared. Never 
Lefore had a lieutenant governor seen 
fit to interfere when the voice of the 
people should have ruled, 

“In this young country, five years 
of age politically, we see a chief jus- 
tice and a judge usurpers of a patr- 
ronage of power, Such a thing hasn't 
happened since 1700,” he deprecated. 

About this time one of the McArthur 
supporters who had been creating 
some interruption, arose and was walk- 
ing out, when Mr. Bennett humorously 
called to him: “Hold on, my friend, 
While the lamp holds out to burn, the 
vilest sinner may return,” 

In connection with the method of 
forming the reorganized government, 
Mr. Bennett pointe? out that there 
were constitutional right and consti- 
tutional usage, and that the asage of- 
ten overruled the right, and made is 
improper to do certain things. 

“The people of this province have 
become parties to the principle that 
the chief justice must look for the pre- 
miership when it becomes vacant, and 
that a judge must look for the at- 
torney generalship under the govern- 
ment,” denounced the speaker, Such 
a condition, he believed, worse than 
the electoral judiciary in some of the 
neighboring states of the union. One 
judge to seek political favor would 
have been bad enough, let alone two 
seeking political favor. 

The ridiculous light in which the re- 
cord of such transactions would ap- 
pear when read 50 years hence was 
pointed out. 

The reorganization of the govern- 
ment was compared to the false lights 
on the shore used tolure treasure lad- 
ened vessels into the cluthes of pirates, 


The premier had accused Mr.

strife. Mr. Bennett pointed out that

If 
the story be not too good to be true, 
it is a greater triumph for tariff re- 
form than the tariff commission, In 
the meantime the people should make 
sure of a senate, of whatever party, 
that will ratify the treaty.”

“The announcement comes from 


Beverley, Mass., that negotiations for 
reciprocity agreement between this 
country and Canada will be opened 
shortly. It is also stated that the 
British ambassador, Mr. Bryce, has 
assented to the negotiations being car- 
ried out directly beoween the United 
States and Canada, without the form. 
ality of being conducted through the 
British embassy. The proposed con- 
ference opens to us an opportunity 
which it is earnestly to be hoped we 
will not fritter away. The Canadians, 
particularly those in the northwest, 
are disposed to make better trade ar- 
rangements with us. We should not 
fail to do our part to meet them half 
way in any effort that will lead to the 
benefit of both.”

DEPOPULATION OF IRELAND 


20,816 Persons Have Left Ireland Dur- 
ing the First Seven Months 
of 1910 

London.—Too many Irish are leav- 
ing Ireland this year, in the opinion 
of the home government, A clipping 
from an Trish journal forwarded here 
by Deputy Consul Armstrong, jr., of 
Cork, says: “The Trish emigration 
statistics prove un at sfactory. A 
total of 1861 persons left this country 
during July, as compared with 1602 for 
July of last year, an jinerease of 259. 
Of the emigrants, 1,907 were male, 7-4 
females. In all 20,816 persons have 
left Ireland during the firt seven 
months of 1910, an increase of 2,047 in 
the same period in 1907. 

The total immigration last year was 
28,677, ond was the second lowest on 
record for six decades. If the same 
rate of increase is kept up for the re- 
mainder of this year, emigration will 
reach nearly 32,000 for the year.

TO SAFEGUARD THE FUTURE OF 
THE EMPIRE 


Sir James Whitney in an Interview 
/ with the London Standard, Reca- 
pitulates His Views on Imperial 
Questions—Urges Desirabi.ity of 
Canada Estab.ishing Herseif in the 
British Market. 


London.—In consequence of the al- 
‘leged aistortion of nis views here and 
in Canada, Sir James Wuitney has 
zlven an interview to the Standard 
recapitulatiig his views on Jmperial 
questions. 

Suv vames urges the desirability of 
Canada establisning herself in the 
British market and strongiy depre- 
leates any reciprocity arrangement. He 
states the accusation that he favored 
a policy which would raise the cost of 
living in England is a scandalous mis- 
representation and he would have no- 
;thing to do with any policy that had 
jsuch an effect. 

But he was unable to see the possi- 
bility of such a resuit. Canada could 
supply wheat as cheaply as the United 
States and Argentina could. The re- 
tusal of Great Britain to even discuss 
proposals for Imperial preferential 
trade was deplorable and may well 
prove disastrous. Dealing with the 
strong desire in Canada to weld the 
Empire on the strongest lines, Sir 
James said: ‘We don't care whether 
you make free trade or tariff reform 
(the basis of your part of the commer- 
‘cial arrangements but, for goodness 
‘sake, let us stop drifting and agree to 
;sail on a definite course. The only 
\live Imperial policy before us is that 
jenunciated by Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
| lain. Let us get round the table and 
discuss it as business men and as 
loyal sons of the fathers by whom our 
| splendid heritage was won. 

“If the free traders cannot see their 
}way to make the Chamberlain policy 
‘the subject of discussion let them pro- 
duce an alternative policy of their 
own and we will examine that; any- 
thing to make a sten forward; any- 
thing to prevent the backward move- 
| ment which may naturally occur.” 


STORAGE OF EXPLOSIVES 


Conterence at Ottawa to Discuss the 
Proposed Federal 
Bi.l 

Ottawa.—The department of mines 
lis issuing an invitation to a confer- 
enee to be held in Ottawa on Sept. 
23, to be presided over by Hon. Wil- 
liam Templeman, minister of mines, 
and which*will diseuss the whole ques- 
tion of the storage of explosives. The 
{department had prepared a_ bill to 
govern the subject for submission to 
the last session of parliament, but its 
resentation was prevented owing to 
the congested condition of publie 
business. 

Since then, however, the department 
has brought to Canada Captain Des- 
horough, chief inspector of mines and 
explosives in Great Britain, and that 
fofeer has been on tour in Canada in 
company with J. G. Hudson of the 
mines branch of the Dominion, To- 
gether they have secured a most valu- 
able compilation of data and this will 
be submitted to the conference here 
next week, ” 

This conference will ‘include repre- 
sentatives of all the powder and ex- 
plosive manufacturers in Canada as 
well as delegates from the various 
provinces. It is hoped to secure ap- 
proval for a measure to be passed at 
next session of parliament which will 
prevent a repetition of the disasters 
which took place this summer at Hull 
and Sand Point. 


GRAIN EXPORTED FROM WEST 


What Figures Show About the Ship- 
ments from the Canadian 
West 

Wicnipeg.—Interesting figures just 
issued show how the 1909 g.ain of the 
three prairie provinees exported from 
the west during the crop year of 1909, 
extending from Sept. 1, 1909, to 
August 31, 1910, reached the head of 
Luke Superior, and demonstrate fore- 
ibty the rapid increase of grain grow- 
ing in the western provinces, Out of 
'a total of 87,940 cars, the C. P. R. 
hauled 56.333 to Fort William, while 
'the C, N. R. hauled 31,557 cars to Port 
Arthur. The number of cars hauled 


by the C. P. R. represents an increase 
of 10,748 cars, or 23.55 per cent. over 
the crop year of 1908, The C, N. R,

BUSINESS MEN TO GO ON TOUR 


Merchants of the North are Making) 


Preparations for a Journey 
Through the Province 

Edmonton.—Assistart General Pas- 
senger Agent MeNeillic, of tiie C. P. 
R., in Calgary, is in Edmonton on a 
special trip to make arrangements 
preparatory to the business men’s 
trip of the Edmonton Board of Trade. 
The trip which has been under con- 
sideration for months, was planned 
for June, but unfortunately the C. P. 

was unable to furnish the neces- 
sary equipment at the time. Mr. Me. 
Neillie could make no promises, but 
it is probable that the trip will come 
off in the near future. 

“The object of the trip,” said Mr. 
Fisher, “is primarily to give business 
men, particularly wholesalers, an op- 
portunity to meet their customers 
whom they touch at other times only 
through their travellers. We intend- 
ed to bring it about in June last, but 
could not get cars: if arragements 
ean be made we will use C. P. R. 
ears and run them over all the lines. 
We can as yet, fix no date. The terri- 
tory covered will be merely that im- 
mediately tributary to Edmonton.” 

This idea was approved by the 
ouncil of the Board of Trade last 
June, While the details have not yet 
heen worked out, the idea is to ar- 
range for a special train, consisting 
of sleepers and possibly a diner, which 
would stop for a short time, depend- 
ing on the size and imnortance of the 
ploce, at each point. The trin would 
occupy four or five days, and would 
probably cost in the neighborhood of 
$40 for each man participating. The 
exact time schedule and expense in- 
volved will be worked out at once. 


AN ANGLO-AMERICAN ALLIANCE 


Combined Navy Would Prrtect All 
English Speaking Countries 
of the Wor'd 

Chicago. —An Anglo-American alli. 
anee, with a eombhined novy, which 
will protect all the English-specking 
peonle of the world aguinst the Teu- 
tonic encroachments, may grow out of 
the terror with which Germany's 
naval construction programme is now 
viewed in England. 

This, at least, was the oninion form- 
ed by Abraham W. Harris, president 
of the Northwestern University, in the 
vourse of a two months’ tour of Eur- 
ope, from which he rturned reeently.

Ottawa.—Mr. W. J. McLean, of 
Winnipeg, has returned from a trip to 
James Bay, where he was paying off 


the Cree Indians for the Indian de- 
partment under the terms of treaty 
No. 9. 


On being asked as to the conditions 
of the Indians in the far north, he 
said that they were foirly prosperous, 
but that considerable sickness pre- 
vails amongst them, chiefly of a tuber- 
cular character, 

Mr. MeLean travelled from Albany 
to Fort George by the Hudson's Bay 
company steamer, “The Ennenew,” 
and was accompanied on the trip by 
Bishop Anderson and Dr.  MeKay, 
medical officers to the Indians. 

Scotch Farmers Coming to Canada 

Winnipeg.—A number of Scottish 
agriculturalists are coming to West- 
ern Canada to settle permanently and 


their forerunners, Mr Chalmers, 
of Leith, and David W. Deas, of Edin- 
burgh, are in the city after having 


made an inspection of some typical 
Manitoba farming districts. The 
former stated that they had been 
much struck by evidences of poor 
farming, good crops being séen on 
one side of a fence and nothing at all 
on the other.

Macleod, Alta.—The Liberals of the 
Macicod district hela their first meet- 
lig OF the canypaign for the election of 
a re, resentative tor the constituency 
In tue town hall here on Saturday. 

A iarge audience Was present. The 
principal speaker was Premier 8it- 
lu, Who Was expected to make some 
aelnite statement regarding the policy 
of his government, especially as re- 
gards railroads in this province. 

due premier’s speech was a disap- 
polntinent to those who looked for a 
cican cut, definite declaration of what 
tue government intended to do. In- 
stead he declared that it would be 
tue legislature which would have to 
decide ou tunis policy, and that no- 
thing would be, or could be, said until 
that body met. Mr. Sifton appeared 
in advocacy of the candidature of E. 
5. Maunsell, the Liberal nominee, who 
is contesting the seat against Robert 
Patterson, tae Independent Farmers’ 
cand.date. 

In opeoing his speech Mr. Sifton 
said that only two classes sat in the 
legislature. ‘hese were the supporters 
of the government, and those who op- 
posed it. The former might change 
toeir mind after they got there. When 
the legislature met it would have the 
policy of the government presented to 
it. If that policy met with the ap- 
proval of the legislature it would sup- 
port it. If it wes not approved the 
government would be voted out of of- 
fice, and he was prepared to gracefully 
retire, 

The premier said: “I have been told 
that it is necessary to make an an- 
nouncement in regard to what the gov- 
ernment is going to do in regard to 
the Great Waterways com} ‘That 
contract was mad> by the legislature 
end can oniy be coarged by the lepi-- 
leture, and when that | gisl ture me ts 
es the premier of tis trovines, I s yall 
be pertectly free to give to that legi-- 


lature my ideas regerd to what 
shall be done, and am satisfied to 
leave power if toe legislature says 


that the policy is not in the interests 
of this province, but until that legis. 
lature meets, and until the report that 
is made by the judges in the investi- 
gation of this matter is placed before 
the legislature, no action will be tuken 
by the government. 

The premier said there were just two 
things which he intended to empha- 
size, One was the question of trans- 
portation which inctuded roads and 
bridges, which was of peculiar interest 
to the farmer and railways which was 
of interest to ell, A great many rail- 
ways had been located in Alberta. The 
government would insist that the rail- 
roads given subsidies, and whose 
bonds had been guaranteed, must be 
built in order to earn these subsidies 
and bonds. They must show that 
thev are in earnest. 

Mr. Maunsell also spoke briefly to- 


gether with Mr. Patterson, who had 
been invited by the Liberal associa- 
tion.

There were 47 new cases and 19 
leaths in the city of St. Petersbure 
the other dav. This brings the total 
in the capital to 3,750 eases with 1.350 
deaths. The totals in the aggregate 
show a falling off of cases and deaths.
